1 . IN COORDINATION WITH INS, WE HAVE DETERMINED THAT 
ELIGIBILITY FOR PAROLE OF INDOCHINA REFUGEES AFFLICTED WITH 
TUBERCULOSIS SHALL BE DETERMINED UNDER SECTION 212(A)(6) OF 
THE IMMIGRATION AND NATIONALITY ACT USING THE SAME GUIDANCE 
WHICH APPLIES TO APPLICANTS FOR IMMIGRANT VISAS. IN SHORT, 

ONLY THOSE APPLICANTS ELIGIBLE FOR 212(1) WAIVERS WILL BE 
ADMISSIBLE. POSTS SHOULD REFER TO MEDICAL HANDBOOK FOR 
VISA APPLICANTS AND TO APPROPRIATE SECTIONS OF THE VISA 
MANUAL. 

2. FOR SEOUL: THIS RESPONDS TO SEOUL 5935 AND 5936. WE 
RECOGNIZE THAT MANY REFUGEES AFFLICTED WITH TUBERCULOSIS 
WILL NOT BE ABLE TO ENTER U.S. POSTS SHOULD OFFER ASSIST- 
ANCE IN OBTAINING MEDICAL TREATMENT AND RESETTLEMENT 
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
